Watts gave me 
hell. | admit it. But | never fouled him. 
From the bottom of my heart | tell you 
that | never fouled him. In fact, to this 
day | don’t know what that referee based 
his decision on. Watts kicked me repeated- 
ly, but | more than held my own against 
him with assorted arm and leg locks. The 
only good memory | have of that night 
was the record gate: $61,384.17.

In a profession where a man’s mood usual- 
ly determines the way he performs in the 
ring, | have come to regret certain things | 
have done to certain opponents. A few 
years ago, | was capable of killing an oppo- 
nent if | thought that was the only way ! 
could win. | still put everything | have into 
my work, just as | always did, but today | 
will usually stop at a certain point. The 
toughest match | ever had is also a match 
| regret. | regret some of the things | did in 
that match to a great wrestler, Pepper 
Gomez. | beat Pepper. Beat him badly. But 
1 did some things the referee never saw 
that really softened Pepper up for the 
finish. And how that little guy (we call him 
“little” because he is short for a wrestler, 
but what he lacks in height he more than 
makes up with his great strength and tre- 
mendous skill and speed), Pepper gave me 
hell from the start. He drop-kicked me so 
often | wasn’t sure whether | was in Frisco 
or Honolulu. 


That's me flying through the air (right) 
about 5 ft. off the ground. Pepper didn't 
know whát to do so he played it safe and 
simply turned his back on me. At least he 
thought he was playing it safe. But when 
I landed I whirled around and was on top 
of him before he had a chance to turn 
around and see what was going on. I had 
Pepper helpless (below, center) at this 
point. I was about to grab him and pin 
him when the referee stepped in between 
us. The ref said that I fouled Gomez. 
Maybe I did. I can't remember. Anyway, 

I won, as you can see from the picture 


below which shows me waving my U.S. title 


belt in the faces of that howling crowd 
which had been on my back all night.

When | got back to the dress- 
ing room my body was covered with lumps 
and every time | took a breath it felt like 
somebody was sticking a knife into me. 
That is a bout | want to forget.

I spit blood 
for a whole month after this bout. I worked 
a lot on Buddy's arms (right and far right) 
with the idea of neutralizing his attacks.

I knew I had him when I raised him to my 
shoulders (top, right), bounced him up 

and down a few times, spun around as fast 
as I could to make him dizzy, then slammed 
him to the mat just as hard as I could.

| never liked Wilbur Snyder from the first 
day | met him, which was back in 1958. But 
I'm the kind of guy who never lets personal 
feelings interfere with my judgment. So 1 
have to admit that Snyder is a terrific wres- 
tler. We wrestled around 2 dozen times 
over the years, but the match that stands 
out in my mind was that war we had in St. 
Louis in 1960. Buddy Rogers was the cham- 
pion at the time and promoter Sam Much- 
nick promised the winner of the bout be- 
tween Snyder and me a title shot at Rogers. 
You can imagine how badly | wanted to 
beat Snyder. Naturally Snyder was just as 
determined to beat me. That's why it was 
such a violent match. That's why 1 damned 
near killed Snyder and Snyder damned 
near killed me. Neither of us won. The bout 
was a draw. And | had to wait more than 
four years to win the title. | have had hun- 
dreds of bouts since | wrestled Snyder in 
1960, but none were as tough as that one.

EDRO MORALES NEVER took advantage of 

anybody in his whole life. At least that's what 
wrestling fans have believed for years. So you can 
imagine how terribly shocked Los Angeles fans were 
one recent night when big Pedro, all 220 pounds of 
him, hopped up onto the shoulders of a 95 pound 
midget and then dug his heels into the midget's side, 
much like a cowboy digs his spurs into his horse's 
flanks when he wants the animal to go faster. 

This is the kind of thing you would expect from 
a Fred Blassie or a “Thunderbolt” Patterson, but 
never from a classic “Good Guy" like Pedro Morales. 
And yet, that is exactly what happened, as you can 
see from the pictures on these pages. 

But before you go heaving any cigarette butts 
at Pedro, listen to the whole story: 

The main bout that night in Los Angeles' Olympic 
Auditorium was a tag match; a very unusual “mix- 
ed" tag match between teams comprised of full- 
grown and midget wrestlers. Pedro Morales was 
on the one team. His partner was Lord Littlebrook. 
In the other corner was a savage gorilla who is 
called El Mongol and a blond midget who is billed 
as "Little Bruiser." 

Morales, who rose to fame as the tag team part- 
ner of the great Pepper Gomez, had never been in 
a situation like this before. "I really didn't know 
what to do with a midget for a partner," Pedro ex- 
plained later. "After all, how do you work with a 
midget?" 

The midget gave Pedro the answer. "Don't you 
worry about me," Littlebrook told his hefty partner 
before the match. "But I can understand how you 
feel," Littlebrook said soothingly when he noticed 
the disturbed look on Morales' face.

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“Oh, I’m sure you can take care of yourself," 
Pedro said, nót wanting to offend the little man. 
"It's just that I never had to work in a mixed match 
like this before. There could be problems, 
you know." 

Littlebrook grinned. “You can have problems eat- 
ing scrambled eggs. Like I said, I understand how 
you feel. But I can tell you that all the trouble is in 
your mind. I've been in more mixed matches than 
I can remember. One time I was Haystack Calhoun’s 
partner, and Haystack weighs three times what 
you weigh, Pedro." 

"You were Haystack Calhoun's partner?" Morales 
said with a startled look on his face. 

Littlebrook nodded his head. “I sure was. And we 
had no trouble at all working together. We won and 
everybody thought we were great." 

Relieved by the midget's words, Morales began 
to discuss pre-bout strategy with his partner, but 
the vastly more experienced Littlebrook quickly 
took over. "Instant teamwork, that's the answer to 
winning these kind of matches," Littlebrook told 
his partner. "And don't ever worry that I'n going 
to get hurt. Like I told you before, I can take care of 
myself." Е 

Littlebrook took very good care of himself. As a 
matter of fact, in their match against El Mongol and 
Little Bruiser, it was Littlebrook who called all the 
strategy for him and Morales. It was Littlebrook who 
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said to Morales after they had won the first tall, 
"Pedro, we can give those two guys the shock of 
their lives in the next fall." 

"How?" Pedro asked. The answer he got from 
Littlebrook astonished Morales. 

"You jump up on my shoulders when I give you 
the signal," Littlebrook said. 

There was a long pause while Morales picked at 
the wax deep in his ears to make sure he was hear- 
ing right. "Me jump on your shoulders?" the dumb- 
founded Pedro said. 

"You dig me, man," the 95 pound midget said to 
his 220 pound partner. 

"But ГЇЇ crush you to death," Morales said.

Don't get the idea that Brenda Scott has a 
hard time getting dates. She has a long waiting 
list 365 days a year, year in and year out. In 
fact, and she'll never admit it, she has to beat 
off the panting males with a club. 

Brenda, who comes from Jacksonville, Fla., 
and looks exactly like a Florida beauty queen is

Perhaps that is the real reason 
why this most unusual woman casts a spell over 
all those she meets.

When Brenda says she still has a lot to 
learn about wrestling, she knows what she's 
talking about. Although exceptionally fast and 
strong, she lacks polish and has yet to develop 
the knack of sliding smoothly from one hold to 
another. 

One night in a small Texas town, Brenda 
was wrestling Anne Casey and midway in the 
bout she clamped a solid headlock on Casey. 
After wiggling Anne's pretty head around for a 
few seconds, Brenda flipped her to the mat. 
She then wanted to trade her headlock for a 
leglock. Quickly she released the headlock and 
reached for Casey's extended left leg. 

But Anne was too smart to get hooked in 
so obvious a trap. She snapped her leg back 
and out of reach so that when Brenda made her 
lunge she got nothing but air. Not only that, 
with no leg waiting to break her momentum, 


Scott fell over and landed on her face. “| was 
so embarrassed," Brenda later said, "I wanted 
to cry." 


But she's a girl who learns by such mis- 
takes.

The good people of Char- 
lotte turned out like a sup- 
porting army to encourage 
Jacobs as he bid to win the 
title. And every man, woman 
and child among them was 
standing at the end, cheering 
Abe, saying things like, 
“Don’t worry, Abe, we still 
love you,” and, “He won, 
Abe. But we all know that 
you are the better man.” 

There were tears in Abe 
Jacobs’ eyes as а trainer 
touched the ugly purplish 
welts on his body with cot- 
ton swabs that had been

Greatly experienced wrestlers 
like Kiniski never allow even 
the slightest opportunity to 
slip by and, as Abe Jacobs 
and so many others like him 
have learned — the hard way — 
you can't afford to make 
even one mistake against a 
champion. 

After the bout had gone 
about seven minutes, Jacobs 
snapped an "Australian Crab" 
on Kiniski. It is Abe's favor- 
ite hold and it is pure murder 
on the victim. Bending both 
of Kiniski's legs back almost 
to the breaking point, Jacobs 
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Jacobs struggles to break out of Kiniski's painful hammerlock during 
thrilling title match at Charlotte, N.C. "I gave it all I had," Jacobs said 
after the bout, "and my. deepest regret is that I let the wonderful 
people of Charlotte down."

was short and to the point: 
*Drop dead!" 

So Abe Jacobs kept apply- 
ing the tremendous pressure 
and Gene Kiniski kept grunt- 
ing in agony as he tried to 
survive until Jacobs made a 
mistake. Jacobs made the 
mistake after he had had Ki- 
niski locked up tight for about 
three minutes. In an effort 
to get better leverage by 
spreading his own legs farther 
apart, Jacobs relaxed his pres- 
sure on the hold for a fraction 
of a second. That was all the 
champion needed. With a 
twist of his body at exactly 
the right moment, Kiniski 
freed himself. 

Furious at himself, Jacobs 
. swarmed at the limping cham- 
pion and made a desperate 
attempt to regain the hold. 
Kiniski wouldn't let him do 
it. Abe Jacobs had blown his 
golden opportunity. 

Commenting on that inci- 
dent later, Kiniski said, “Не 
had me dead. But I don't 
think he knew it. That hold 
growled, *Quit before I break 
your legs!” Kiniski’s answer 


he had on me is a great hold. 
One of the best I have ever 
seen. But it has one big trou- 
ble. If he lets up the pressure 
for just a second you can 
break it with no sweat. I 
think that had he kept up 
the straight pressure for say 
another 10 or 15 seconds I 
probably would have given 
him the title. The pain from 
that hold is so bad I cant 
put it into words." 

Abe Jacobs promised the 
people of Charlotte that, 
given another opportunity to 
battle for the world champion- 
Ship, he would not make that 
same mistake again. 

“Т suppose," Abe said slow- 
ly, "that if I wrestled pro- 
fessionally for a hundred 
years, there still would be a 
lot for me to learn. I have 
been wrestling now for about 
15 years, which is a long way 
from a hundred years, but I 
think that I learned more 
from this one match with Ki- 
niski than I learned from all 
the others I've had. And I 
can assure you, my friends, 
that although Gene may beat 


me again in a return bout, 
I will not lose because I made 
the same mistake." 

The people of Charlotte be- 
lieved Abe Jacobs, as they 
have always believed every- 
thing he has ever told them. 
And, speaking for the people 
of Charlotte, wrestling pro- 
moter “Big” Jim Crockett 
said to Jacobs, “Abe, I prom- 
ise you another crack at Ki- 
niski's title. Even if it takes 
$100,000 of my money to get 
him to come back to Char- 
lotte, I promise you another 
chance. I am telling you this, 
Abe, because I think, as do 
all the people of this great 
city, that you deserve a sec- 
ond chance more than any 
other man in this business. 
And, just as we were all solid- 
ly behind you the first time, 
we will all be solidly behind 
you the next time." 

And all Abe Jacobs could 
say was, "Thank you, all. 
Thank you from the very bot- 
tom of my heart."

T WAS A WARM Sunday 

night in Honolulu last Jan- 
uary. There had been a special 
wrestling show held at Scho- 
field Barracks, the famous U.S. 
Army post that had provided 
the background for James 
Jones immortal novel “From 
Here To Eternity.” 

Jim Hady was on that wres- 
tling card. He wrestled beauti- 
fully, as he always did, and he 
won. But when he got back to 


his dressing room, Jim said- 


that he didn’t feel well. He 
stretched out on a battered, 
leather-covered rubbing table 
and tried to sleep. 
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He couldn't sleep, and after 
a few restless minutes Jim got 
up, dressed, and went to the 
place where he lived. When he 
got there, he collapsed. A short 
while later, he was pronounced 
dead. 

The Associated Press flashed 
the sad news back to the main- 
land, where it was picked up by 
newspapers in Detroit, Tor- 
onto, San Francisco, Montreal 
and Cleveland, cities in which 
Jim Hady had appeared as a 
professional wrestler. Thou- 
sands of people who read that 
wire story remembered Jim 
and were deeply saddened by 


the news. And the many wres- 
tlers who knew Jim and wres- 
tled against him were also 
shocked. Ricky Cortez, a tough, 
gorilla-of-a-man who had work- 
ed several times against Hady 
in and around Detroit couldn't 

teve it. “I can't remember 
the number of times | tried to 
murder Jim," Cortez said sadly. 
"But he was a man. A real man 
whom | came to respect more 
than anybody else in this busi- 
ness. Hady had class. Like the 
time I wrestled him in Flint... 
1 was really roughing him when 
he suddenly came to life and 
dropped me with a right on the 


chin. Do you know what he did? 
He said, ‘excuse те.” 

Jim Hady is dead. But for 
those who knew him it is im- 
possible to believe. Why he 
wasn't even 30 years old, and 
he had the body of an Atlas. 
Strong as a tiger, Jim was. He 
took care of himself with the 
same tenderness a mother 
takes care of her infant son. In 
the gym every day. Never eat- 
ing anything that is fried. Get- 
ting 10 hours of sleep every 
night. How could Jim Hady be 
dead? 

Jim Hady was born and rais- 
ed in Detroit. He was short for 
a professional wrestler, only 
5 ft. 10. But he had the brawn, 
235 pounds of it, without an 
ounce of fat. Some called him 
more of an acrobat than a wres- 
tler. But that wasn't true. Jim 
Hady did have remarkable 
acrobatic skills, but he also 
had every qualification of a 
champion. Jim blended this 
rare combination of talents to- 
gether and the result was a 
brilliant professional wrestler 
who never once failed to thrill 
an audience or astonish an op- 
ponent. 

Jim was a star attraction all 
over Michigan, and when he 
moved to Toronto, his enor- 
mous popularity followed him. 
He lived and wrestled in Tor- 
onto for years. Then he wanted 
a change of scenery, but Tor- 
onto refused to let him go. He 
stayed around a little longer, 
then he made the break and 
wound up in Hawaii, where he 
quickly became a top attrac- 
tion. 

Hady loved Hawaii and Ha- 
waii loved him. He probably 
would have remained there for 
many years, working his trade 
and living the good life, but it's 
all over now because Jim Hady 
is dead. We still can't believe 
it.

DON'T develop a crush on, or be- 
come emotionally involved with, 
the wrestler whose club you head. 
You are his friend and admirer— 
and that's all!

DON'T force your presence оп 
your honorary. If you live in the 
same city as he does, don't un- 
expectedly "drop їп” on him. If 
you have valid club business to 
discuss, make an appointment 
with the star—and be sure you 
show up on time. Always remem- 
ber, a wrestler's time is valuable. 


DON'T invade his privacy—ever! 
This includes intruding into his 
home life, when you see him in a 
restaurant or other public place 
with friends or relatives. And it 
includes a caution against indis- 
criminate phone calls. 


DON'T load your honorary down 
with endless club details. As the 
club prexy, you are expected to 
worry about finances, budgeting, 
correspondence and the like. 


DON'T use your position as club 
president to further private com- 
mercial interests. And never use 
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the wrestler's name, either direct- 
ly or indirectly, in connection 
with any private enterprise with 
which you may be involved. 


DON'T forget that уои are re- 
sponsible for club funds and ex- 
penditures. If your club runs into 
financial difficulties, never ask 
your honorary to bail you out.

DON’T make commitments for 
the wrestler without first getting 
his specific approval. Never play 
the big shot and promise individ- 
uals or groups that ‘‘so-and-so 
will show up if I ask him to.” 


DON'T pass on gossip about your 
honorary. Many prexies have fal- 
len into the trap of feeling im- 
portant to be regarded as “їп” on 
the wrestler's secrets and, to pre- 
serve the image, spout "inside 
scoops" on the star, regardless of 
whether the stories are fact or 
fiction. 


DON'T write long, gushy letters 
to your honorary. Nothing bores 
publie figures more than to get 
lengthy, drooling letters from ad- 
mirers who suffer from diarrhea 
of the typewriter.

DON'T ever develop jealousy of 
the girls your honorary dates. 
You are not his spouse and have 
no business being jealous.

DON'T force your advice on the 
wrestler as to whom to wrestle, 
where to wrestle or how to wres- 
tle.

At one point, Evans tried 
to throw a small rug over 
Eddie's head, but Graham 
threw it right back at him. 


IT HAPPENED BACK in December of 1955. In 
Amarillo, Texas. What a night that was! I'll 
never forget it if Ilive to be a thousand. How can 
you forget when somebody does his damnedest to 
rip an eye out of your head? 

The gorilla who tried to blind me is not wres- 
tling any more. Which is a break for all of us. 
His name was Don Evans, and he had fingers of 
steel. He liked to bust up opponents, make them 
bleed and beg to quit. And when he had a guy 
stretched out on the mat, Evans liked to grind 
a boot into his face. Nice fellow! 

I had wrestled him twice before that night in 
Amarillo. He had beaten me in Tulsa, but then 
I knocked him cold with a flying tackle a few 
weeks later in Oklahoma City. 

When we stepped into the ring at Amarillo, 
Evans came over to me before we were introduced 
and rasped: "Graham, I'm gonna pay you back 
for what you did at Oklahoma City . . . I'm gonna 
tear an eyeball right outta your head!" 

I figured he was just shooting off his mouth, 
trying to scare me. So I grinned and told him to 
get the hell back to his corner before I got mad. 

Less than a minute after the bell rang, I 
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realized that Evans wasn't kidding. He lashed out 
with his fingers at my face, just like a clawing 
cat. I jerked my head back just in time. Don 
lashed out again, but I was too fast and he missed. 

I began to worry because I could see that this 
guy wasn't out just to win. He wanted blood.Mine! 

I tried complaining to the referee, but Evans 
never gave me the chance. He kept pressing, 
moving me into the ropes and smacking me in the 
ribs so that I would lower my guard. 

I knew that I mustn't let him get me in a 
headlock because if he did my eyes would be an 
easy target. But I couldn't help myself when he 
brought his knee up into the pit of my stomach. 
I doubled over like a hairpin and—BOOM! He 
had my head locked under his massive right arm. 

I tried to kick loose. But the more I kicked, 
the more he increased the pressure. 

The pressure didn't worry me, but I knew 
that Don was setting me up so he could do some- 
thing to my eyes. This, I admit, scared the hell 
out of me. 

After keeping the pressure on for about a 
minute and a half, Evans made his move. 7 feit 
his fingers inching slowly toward my eye. 


I let out a howl and jerked my whole body 
back and forth in а desperate effort to break free. 
But I couldn't. I was trapped like an animal. 

In terror, I closed my eyes tight. But that 
didn't do any good. When he dug his finger into 
my right eye, it penetrated through the lid, caus- 
ing me to open the eye. 

Of course I was screaming all the time, hop- 
ing the referee would rescue me. The fans knew 
what was happening, even though the referee did 
not, and they shouted: "Stop him! Stop him!" 
But their cries did no good. And by the time the 
referee came out of his trance it was too late. 

Evan's steel-like finger dug deeper into my 
eye. I felt sharp, throbbing pains stab through 
my whole head. My only defense was to keep 
jerking my head to prevent him from getting а 
really solid grip. 

I was close to panic. I had to break that 
headlock immediately—or lose an eye. The ques- 
tion was: how? 

The only way, under the circumstances, was 
to foul him. I tried to grab his hair, but he kept 
me bent over and I couldn't reach it. Then it oc- 
curred to me: stick my finger in his eye. 

With all my remaining strength, I aimed at 


where I thought his left eye was and shot out my 
finger. Pow! Had it hit dead center, Evans would 
surely have lost his eye. But it struck the left 
side and the full impact was absorbed on part of 
his nose. However the shock was enough to make 
him release the headlock. At last I was free, but 
my eye felt as if it were on fire. 

The remainder of the match—which went to 
а half-hour draw—was uneventful. When I got 
back to the dressing room I looked into the mirror 
and was horrified to see that the white of my eye 
had turned a cherry-red. I knew that several 
blood vessels had been ruptured and that I'd bet- 
ter rush to a hospital. 

An old pal of mine, Dory Funk, who also 
wrestled on that show, drove me to the hospital, 
where they treated my eye and asked me to come 
back the next day for an intensive examination. 
After completing that examination, the specialist 
told me how lucky I had been not to have lost the 
eye. "But," he said, "your sight has been perma- 
nently impaired, and as you grow older, your 
vision will become worse." 

I never saw Don Evans again, which is prob- 
ably a break for both of us, because if I had ever 
caught up with him I think I'd have killed him.
